Sume day, pethaps, Japan will build her 
pwn ironolads, but. there is ov immediate 
prospect of sovh a significant advancement 
fn her mechanical copabilities. Sha has 
built a few cruisera, if the importation ofall 
tho materiols from ubroad, and piecing tiem 
togetter frum Buropean designs, cnn be 
oniled building. But thatis atl she cas at 
preaent accomplish. There tro po milla at 
which armourplates esn be produced ; nor 
any engine: works capable of manufacturing 
the highly omplicated engines needed for 
jronclade, The largest oraiter she hae yet 
constructed, after importing the materiale, 
wan ono of only a little over four thousand 
tons. Shipbuilding, iadced, is in its infancy, 
and though the infant is « promising one, it 
must of necessity be many years before Japan 
oan build irwclads as Englend or France or 
Germany builds them, that is to oxy from 
the designe of herown naval construchrs, 
and with the materials produced in her own 
country. Toall istents and purposes, Jopan 
for a considerable period will be in the sime 
position as she waa at the commencement of 
tha recent war, Sbe oan repair ships that 
ore damaged, but she cannot replace them 
with new ones so long aa tho war late, In 
the sense, then, that you have employed the 
phrase, Japsa cannot puildiron-tlad men-of- 
war as well as Europeans, 

Of the management of Japan'a fleet I 
must spoak with more diffidence.. The 
discipline. on board’ is exocllent, and the 
ships have beso maccauyied ic o mauoer 
that bas extorted admiration from the most 
pofriendly oritics, But it ie curious that 
the warships never seem to be ablo to 
Mejatain the speed the builders conatructed 
them for. Of this fact there are two notable 
instances, The reason I have heard assigned, 
and it is one on which I express no opicion, 
is that, owing to their inferior physiquo, the 
Japacese swkers quonot feed the furnaces 
sufficiently well to get the best results from 

ir engite, In that ots, the Japanese 
cabnot be atid to manage their ships as well 
as Europeans.

THE OAMPHOR TRAD 

Formose.hos now beet ‘praitioally subja- 
gated by the Jepsnese, with the exceptiva 
of a small aren in the south of the islacd, 
Law and order is beilrgrestoted, and the 
interest, whloh the comméerotal world feels in 
the development of the Formesan trade oa 
turally increases. It is anopportuac ma- 
ment for pablishiog what futher informa- j 
tion we here heen able to gather respecting 
the staple trade of the island, As. we have 
previonsly shown, camphor hes been affeoted 
more than any other industry by the occupa. 
tion of the island ; aod the aboormal level to 
which ite price has been drivin attracts to it 
much attention. «It hes bem believed by 
some that after the ccoupation of the istand 
by the Jepanese, exportations of camphor 
thence would be resumed witha rush, and 
that oonsequantly its price would be aud- 
jeoted to a rapid decline. We have in our 
Previous articles, howover, suggested thet 
the contraty would ba a mote likely result, 
and facts so far have tended to strengthen 
that opinion, Therefore we yenturo to offer 
for the consideration snd attention of our 
readera what further information wa have 
upon the matter, 

A short time ago wo reproduced an 
authoritative statement to the effeot that 
the Japanese Government would sesumo tho 
contro! of samphor prodnetion in Formosa, 
thas adopling the course w¢ predicted from 
the beginning, . ‘The wisduin of this plan 
was-obvious, and thosas wheasy have doubt- 
ed it thros montha ago cate remain in doubt 
no longer, Jt is bat tateiut that when 
prices ruleso high as they now are, Japao- 
ese merchants would be eagér to explore the 
Formosan camphor woods; and we now 
learn that on few weeks ago an, expedition 
was dispatshed thither from this port bya 
wealthy Japaness, merchant having ivfluen- 
tial connettions in Tokyo, The expedition 
in question comprised curpenters, wood-cut- 
ters and distillers to the number of seveniy 
individuals, and these wew well provided 
with sundry articles, such as trickets snd 
toys and ogtton cloth, to barter with the 
Hakkas, ekb-ere-dliesfally ignorant of the 
value of money, for camphor word} from. 
which the Japaneso intended themselves to 
distil the camphor. The expedition, how- 
ever, bas becn a complete failure, a9 is 
proved by the fuct that vot one pivul of 
Formoaan camphor’ has so far appeared ia 
the marketa of Japan, while Hongkong too 
is now bara of stuck, Covsequontly it is 
cfuintained, if not established, by those best 
informed that, owing to reasons previowly 
explained in vur columor, no export of 
cainphor worth speaking of will take pleco 
from Formona before next epting. The only 
place is tho island where tha camphor in- 
dustry is.etill being curried on is in the 
comparatively circumsoribed area not upto 
latest nowa in- Japanese hends, The uae 
of the place from which this small supply 
cumes is Taiko-kai, where, 08 will bo remom- 
hered, o Japanese detachment was venrly 
aonihilated some time ego. “Aa soon 26 
comptetecontrol ia established, which cannot 
be laterthas a week or {vo at most, it is 
positively seserted that the prednation will 
be stopped entirely by the Government until 
Fresh permits are issued afler the verification 
of the landowners’ t:tle-doeds. Thus the 
vocupation uf Formosa by the Japaneno will 
in the long rum tend to support the prico of 
conmphor, and consumers the world over will 
do well to take this into account, Another 
of our contentions—namely, that the -bigh 
price of oamphor-could not possidly stimulste 
the production in Japan —hes also been fully 
borne out by the paucity of supplies now 
appearing in the market here—et present 
the only part supplying the world. It ia 
ramazked by thoss who assert the prerent
